Notified of Acceptance 

Thus it was that a short time ago, 
Roseanne was notified she had been 
accepted at Stritch—but only after 
examination of transcripts and recom- 
mendations, a personal interview and 
a passing grade on the American 
Medical association exam. 

Eager spring days find Roseanne 
involved in her senior biology project: 
a case study of a mongoloid who 
died of leukemia. The work includes 
preparation of slides of tissues show- 
ing the deviation from the normal. 

But though “Ro” is entering medical 
school, she hasn’t lost her interest in 
music and drama. She is a member 
of the schola and is currently 
busy with the Loras musical, Show 
Boat. She has also been active in 
the CCP, helping with many of the 
productions. Too, the senior biology 
major has served as a Tuckpointer, 
a member of the Public Relations 
board and as prefect of the Clarke 
sodality.

Retains Various Interests 

This winter Roseanne received con- 
siderable recognition when she gained 
honorable mention in the Outstand- 
ing Catholic Youth Award.
